COLUMN 

A STAND-UP STRIKE 

Hens sometimes decide on a stand- 
up strike, along toward the end of a 
hot summer. Poultry experts at the 
University of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture tell why old biddy makes 
up her mind to quit. Here are the 
reasons: 

Lack of balanced feeding; too 
many non-producing hens in the 
flock; bee and mites; insufficient 
cool, fresh drinking water; the heat 

Nothing can be done about the 
weather; but the hens can be pro¬ 
vided with proper feed, an abundance 
of fresh water, shade, and kept free 
from lice and mites. 

Early molters should be culled out' 
and sold, say the experts. Few early | 
molters will come back into produc- 1 
tion soon enough to be profitable. 
Likewise, sell all male birds not 
wanted for breeding next season, and 
also sell all broody hens. 

It usually is necessary to "cull the 
pullets as well as the old birds. Keep 
only those birds that have made 
rapid growth, that are well feathered 
and are healthy and vigorous. 

Clean the poultry houses often and 
well. Clean and scald or disinfect all 
drinking vessels. Prepare to exer¬ 
cise precaution against chickenpox, 
canker and roup which attack many i 
flocks in the fall. 

LOSS IN MARKETING 

Despite improved methods for i 
handling livestock, more than 91 
million animals are injured yearly | 
in marketing, with a loss estimated j 
at $12,000,000. Kentucky’s share in 
this loss is not known, but the Col- : 
lege of Agriculture at Lexington puts j 
it at several thousand dollars. 

The National Live Stock Preven¬ 
tion Board says that at the extensive 
use of trucks in marketing livestock 
has tended to increase losses. Trucks 
are overloaded, different kinds of 
stock are crowded together in the 
same truck, without partitions; im -1 
proper bedding used; animals in¬ 
jured in loading and unloading, and 
large losses incurred by the brutal 
use of clubs and canes. 

Partitions are recommended where; 
cattle, hogs or sheep are transported j 
in one truck. Filling a truck with 
cattle, then crowding in hogs and| 
sheep should be avoided. Loading j 
chutes should be substantial and 
carefully placed so the stock can go 
from the pen into the truck without | 
injury. Canvas covers are useful in 
cold or wet weather, or to protect 
stock from sun in hot weather-. 

Farmers are urged to employ only i 
reliable truck drivers, who own good 
trucks, load and unload with care, 
and drive carefully.

TO DEVELOP SCHOOL SPIRIT 

Before considering how to develop 
school spirit, let us think for a few 
brief moments, "What is school spir¬ 
it?” One great educator has said that 
school spirit is that spark that keeps 
the school flame going and that it is 
made up of four very important in¬ 
gredients. 

A unified and social teaching staff. 

Proper school spirit then begins with 
the teacher. If teachers cannot live 
and work together in harmonious 
. personal relations and unity of aim, 
there is little hope of cementing into 
solidity the less responsible parts of 
the educational structure. In entering 
any school system the first task of 
the superintendent or principal 
should be to face the problem of 
getting his teachers bound together 
in feeling, program, and cooperative 
effort. The open sesame to good will 
is sociability. 

The second essential of good school 
spirit is an attitude of fellowship and 
good will among pupils. Again we 
get the idea of teamwork. Just as J 
superintendent and teacher must 
work together, so must there be co- . .. . 
operation among pupil,. No element 1 f plnt “■ >l . ve n frec . Cer-

All children have some 
appreciation of the beautiful and 
many of them have little opportunity 
to exercise it in the drab surround¬ 
ings of their own homes, so let us 
do our best t 6 make this daily work 
shop of our children so attractive so 
that the six hours that they spend 
in it daily may be spent in pleasure 
and usefulness and in order that 
they may carry home from it each 
day a message of its comfort and 
coziness. If the building invites the 
pupils they in turn will invite their 
parents. 

The second specific method of 
Cultivating school spirit consists in 
the promotion of all school enter- 
prizes. Most important of these is 
the democratization and exaltation of 
the assembly period. The old type 
of formal chapel exercise has been 
abandoned. In its place in most pro¬ 
gressive schools has grown up some 


tain periods may be given over to 
programs prepared by different clas¬ 
ses and school organizations, or to 


membership and service in a high 
voltage school allegiance. 

The third ingredient of school 
spirit is an attitude of mutual confi¬ 
dence and good will between teach¬ 
ers and students. There may be a 
temporary appearance of esprit de 
corps among teachers and pupils 
where there is a wide gap between 
teachers and pupils, but it is not 
likely to last long and can never de¬ 
velop into morale. A genuine school 
spirit must be compounded of both 
faculty and student ingredients; It 
takes an infusion of both to make a 
school activity successful. 

* Thus far we have mentioned three 
ingredients, all of which are within 
the bounded walls of our school¬ 
room but if our school spirit is to 
keep alive and kindle a true flame it 
must reach beyond the narrow limit 
of a four walled school building, it 
must reach to the uttermost parts of 
the community it serves so the 
fourth and final ingredient is a hear¬ 
ty community interest, and I say 
with frankness that I think the ma 


members, ministers, business or pro¬ 
fessional men, and visiting celebri¬ 
ties may have a socializing effect in 
molding or developing school spirit. 
"Pep" meetings before athletic games 
or other competitive games will also 
help but we must face the fact that 
detailed attention and careful plan¬ 
ning is necessary. 

Another type of all-school enter¬ 
prise is the school festival such as 
May Day or Commencement festival. 
These have their merit and often 
help to develop school spirit. In a 
similar way parades, school afairs 
and drives for school improvement 
do much to create a school spirit 
within an entire community. I feel 
sure that all of you will agree that 
not only did our school fair create 
a genuine school spirit in each school 
district but also in the county at 
large. Pageants and school plays like¬

The Morgan County Board of Edu¬ 
cation sometime ago announced in 
the Licking Valley Courier that bids 
for the school busses would be ac¬ 
cepted at the County Superintend¬ 
ent’s office and those who desired to 
bid may inquire at the superintend¬ 
ent’s office concerning same. The 
Morgan County Board of Education 
decided that it would be better to 
operate four school busses rather 
than two in order that the children 
may leave home later in the morning 
and get home earlier in the afternoon, j 
The lowest bidder on route No. 1 
from Woodsbend to West Liberty 
was Russell Hale of Malone, Ken¬ 
tucky. The lowest bidder on route No. 
2 from Adele to West Liberty was 
Mr. J. C. Wells of Cannel City, Ken¬ 
tucky. On route No. 3 from Magoffin. 
County line to West Liberty was 
Norman Sheets of West Liberty. 
Kentucky. Route No. 4 from Elliott 
County line to West Liberty was let 
to J. C. Wells. All equipment and

i. A driver controlled stop arm 
should be installed so the driver may 
properly signal all stops. 

The bus shall be carefully inspect¬ 
ed by competent mechanic (who 
shall be selected by the board) for 
mechanical defects on any portion of 
the bus. A signed report shail be 
filed with the Superintendent on a 
form supplied by the Board .ach 
month. 

The bus must be presented for in¬ 
spection by the Board at any time 
they deem it necessary, and in any 
case not more than thirty days after 
the bid has been accepted. 

Any regulations of the State Board 
of Education or by the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky must 
be met in addition to these provisions. 

Rules for Owners and Drivers 

The busses must be operated ac¬ 
cording to a schedule prepared by 
the B^ard of Education.

Ambitious teachers, therefore, should 
familiarize themselves with all avail 
able methods, make a careful study 
of local situations and first try out 
the ones that promise the best re¬ 
sults. On the basis of one success 
others may be built, and gradually 
the whole school and community 
spirit may be transformed. While 
there are many expedients that may 
be utilized, one fundamental princi 7 
pie characterizes them all and runs 
like a golden thread through the 
whole fabric of school spirit. That 
principle is the old and familiar one 
of individual self-sacrifice for the 
welfare of the group. "Where one’s 
treasure is, there will his heart be 
also.” If all concerned—teachers, 
pupils, and patrons--can be led 
to give liberally of time, effort 
and pride to the service of 
the school, they will learn to love 
it, be loyal to it, and sacrifice for it. 
Teachers must learn to give them¬ 
selves without stint and ask unspar¬ 
ingly of others if they are to create 
dynamic school spirit. 

Successful practice has elevated 
five specific methods for the culti¬ 
vation of school spirit and I shall 
discuss each of them very briefly. 
First make the school invironment 
as inviting as possible. On the aver¬ 
age, public school buildings are the 
mdfct attractive architectural struc- 
tl^res to be found in a community 
but equal attention has not been 
paid to the selection of the school 
site and to the adornment of the 


the needs of the schools. Parents may 
aid greatly in stimulating the loyalty 
and good will of their children 
toward the school as a whole. An 
effective Parent Teacher’s Associa¬ 
tion may serve as a nucleus for ob¬ 
taining community support of school 
enterprises and aid in fostering gen 
eral community spirit.

Rules and Regulations 

Regarding the School Busses 

After the bus and its equipment 
has been accepted by the Board a 
$250.00 bond, preferably a surety 
bond or other bond that will satisfy 
the Board of Education, must be fur¬ 
nished by the contractor. Said bond to 
be foiYeited in the event the bidder 
fails to complete his contract or in 
any way fails to live up to the rules 
and regulations governing the opera¬ 
tion of his bus. No transfer of this 
contract can be made without con -1 
sent of the Board. 

The Board reserves the right to 
terminate any contract if its regula¬ 
tions are not strictly complied with 
in full. The action of the Board in 
this regard shall be final. 

Standards for Bus Equipment 
The chassis, motor and body must 
be in good condition. The chassis 
shall have a load capacity of not 
less than one and one-half ton. 

The brakes, head lights, tail lights, 
wind shield wiper, horn, speedomet¬ 
er, steering apparatus and tires must 
be kept in good condition at all 
times.A spare tire shall be kept 
ready for use at all times. 

The bus body must be factory 
built with sufficient seating capacity 
to care for the route for which the 
bus is offered. Bus must be equip¬ 
ped as follows: 

a. Seats must be comfortable and 
must be securlely fastened to the 
body. 

b. Must have an emergency door 
in the rear conspiciously marked on 
the inside. 

c. A fire extinguisher must be car¬ 
ried within easy reach of tiie driver. 

It must be checked regularly 

d. Heaters sufficient to heat the 
bus comfortably in cold weather 
must be installed. If an exhaust heat¬ 
er is used it must be approved by 
the Board . 

e. The bus shall be painted a "gold¬ 
en orange.” 

f. The lettering on the body shall 
be "Morgan County Schools,” on the 
sides and "school bus” on the front 
and rear. This last to be in lettering 
not less than five inches high, in 
black paint. No other sign except the 
regulations stop signs shall be car¬ 
ried on these busses. 

g. The service door shall be in 
the front part of the body on the 
right side. It should be secure and 
opened only by the driver.
